THE TREATMENT OF DEBTORS, 


4 IN CEYLON. 


Tue mode of treating debtors in this island is 
particularly siagular and severe. The first step 
taken is to strip the debtor of hiS cloaths, and a 
guard is set towatch him. If after a little time 
he does not pay, a large stone is put upon his 
back, and he wust carry it about uatil his credi- 
toris satisfied. Sometimes they put very heavy 
stones upoa his back, aud he is obliged to car- 
ry themabout, uatil the debt isextioct.
